[Text] Pyongyang 3 November (KCNA)--Minju Choson 3 November prints a signed conm- 
mentary denouncing the Chon Tu-hwan military fascist cliques grave armed provocation 
of firing tens of thousands of large-calibre machinegun bullets into the area of our 
side in the demilitarized zone southeast of Kamsubong in the central sector of the 
front on 31 October.

REUNIFICATION MEETING HELD IN VIENNA 3-6 NOVEMBER

[Text] Pyongyang, 21 November (KCNA)--A dislogue for national reunification among 
compatriots and Christians in the North and abroad was held in Vienna, Austria, 
from 3 November to 6. It was participated in by 45 representatives of compatriots 
and Christians in the North and abroad and over 30 personages of various circles 
as observers. 


Present on the side of the northern half of the DPRK were 15 representatives in- 
cluding Ho Chong-suk, director of the Secretariat of the Central Committee of the 
Democratic Front for the Reunification of the Fatherland; Yom Kuk-yol, vice-chair- 
man of the Central Committee of the Korean Social Democratic Party and vice-chair- 
man of the Central Committee of the Korean Christians Federation; Chon Kum-chol, 
vice-chairman of the Committee for the Peaceful Reunification of the Fatherland; 
and Christians concerned Kim Tuk-yong and Ko Ki-chun. 


Also present there on behalf of compatriots and Christians residing in the American 
and European regions were Choe Tok-sin, chairman of the Paedal National Council; 
Choe Hong-hui, publisher of PAEDAL SINBO and president of the International Federa- 
tion of Taekwondo; Choe Chong-yol, ex-chairman of the Democratic Koreans United in 
the Americas; Yi Hwa-son, chairman of "The Society of Korean Christians Overseas 
for the Unification of the Country" in West Germany, and Yi Yong-pin, director of 
its editorial department; Dr Sonu Hak-won, professor at the Michigan University, 
the United States; Dr Kang Wi-cho, professor at a university in the United 

States; Dr Choe To-sik, a Korean residing in the United States; Chon Chung-nim, 
publisher of NEW KOREA TIMES; Kang Won-chin, chairman of the Institute of Democracy, 
Nation and Unification in Canada; Kim Un-ha, director of SINHAN MINBO and publisher 
of HAEOE SASANGGYE; Yi Son-chu, director and publisher of the magazine PURI; Kang 
Tae-il, a Korean residing in Mexico; Prof Yim Min-sik, a Korean residing in Den- 
mark; Yim Yu-chik, a Korean residing in Sweden; and other personages of various 
strata. 


There was an emotion-charged reunion among representatives of compatriots and 
Christians at the meeting hall in the suburbs of Vienna on the afternoon of 3 
November. Compatriots greeted each other and shared compatriotic feelings, huggirg 
each other for a long while. 








Yi Hwa-son, chairman of the “Society of Korean Christians Overseas for the Unifi- 
cation of the Country," made the opening address. Saying that today our fellow 
countrymen are standing at a historical turning point in the long history of 

national division, he declared: From the beginning of the dialogue, the barriers 

in our hearts have been pulled down and the door of reunification opened. Noting 
that those who do not want national reunification are actually no one but the foreign 
forces and dictatorial and comprador forces in South Korea, he exposed their 
splitting manoeuvres. He gave a detailed account of the fact that some Christians 

of South Korea are taking the anti-national road, following the anti-communist 

policy of the United States and the South Korean authorities. 


He called for accelerating national reunification by pushing aside the foreign 
forces and the South Korean dictatorial and comprador forces, the obstacles to the 
reunification of the country, and achieving unity of the forces for reunification. 


His opening address was followed by congratulatory speeches. 


Ho Chong-suk, director of the Secretariat of the Central Committee of the Democra- 
tic Front for the Reunification of the Fatherland, made a congratulatory speech. 
She began with warmly congratulating the personages of various circles and com- 
patriots overseas participating in the dialogue and emphatically said that the dia- 
logue would be a landmark of a new turn in promoting national unity and accelerating 
the independent and peaceful reunification of the country. She stressed that the 
dialogue would give deep confidence and courage to the entire compatriots at home 
and abroad who are desirous of national reunification and deal a hard blow to the 
splittists opposed to national unity and the country's reunification, and conveyed 
warm compatriotic greetings of the people in the homeland to the personages and 
compatriots overseas who have turned out in the sacred work for reunification and 
national salvation with warm love of the country and the nation under difficult 
conditions in the alien land. 


Congratulatory speeches were also made by Dr Sonu Hak-won, professor at the Michigan 
University, the United States; Choe Tok-sin, chiarman of the Paedal National Council; 
Choe Hong-hui, publisher of PAEDAL SINBO and president of the International Feder- 
ation of Taekwondo; Choe Chong-yol, ex-chairman of the Democratic Koreans United in 
the Americas; Choe To-sik, doctor of medicine residing in the United States; Kang 
Tae-il residing in Mexico; and Kang Won-chin, chairman of the Institute of Democracy, 
Nation and Unification in Canada. 


In their congratulatory speeches they stressed in unison that the dialogue was of 
very weighty importance in achieving the unity of the nation and promoting the 
reunification of the country and expressed boundless reverence for the great leader 
President Kim Il-song. They denounced in unison the splitting manoeuvres of out- 
side forces and South Korean dictatorial and comprador forces obstructing the re- 
unification of our country and unanimously held that reunification by confederation 
is the only way out for our nation. 


At the end of each congratulatory speech, thunderous applause swept the hall for 
a long while and representatives rushed out and warmly hugged the speakers. 











A congratulatory message sent in the name of Comrade Kim Il, vice-president of the 
Democratic People's Republic of Korea and chairman of the Committee for the Peace- 
ful Reunification of the Fatherland, and the Korean Committee for Aiding Overseas 
Compatriots was read out. Also conveved were many other congratulatory messages or 
letters from Yi». Chang-yon, Yi Po-pae, Chi Chang-po and Kim Song-nak residing in 
the United States and the Council of South Korean Christian Students for the Pro- 
motion of Unification and other organisations of overseas Koreans. 


Keynote speeches were made ty Kang Wi-cho residing in the United States on the 
subject "Responsibility of Christians in the History of Division"; Yom Kuk-yol, 
vice-chairman of the Central Committee of the Korean Christians Federation, on the 
subject “National Reunification and Foreign Forces"; Yi Yong-pin, director of the 
editorial department of the Society of Korean Christians Overseas for the Unifi- 
cation of the Country, on the subject “Tasks of Christians for Unification"; and 
Chon Kum-chol, vice-chairman of the Committee for the Peaceful Reunification of the 
Fatherland, on the subject “Proposal for Founding the Democratic Confederal Republic 
of Koryo and National Tasks for its Implementation.” Ko Ki-chun, secretary general 
of the Central Committee of the Korean Christians Federation, gave a lecture on 
Christianity in the northern half of the DPRK. 


The keynote speeches and lecture were followed by questions and answers and supple- 
mentary speeches of representatives on a wide range of problems to deepen mutual 
understanding and reach a complete unanimity of views on the problems raised. 


Reflecting the unanimous will of the entire participants, the four-day dialogue 
unanimously adopted a joint statement manifesting a will for reunification, an 
appeal to the entire compatriots at home and abroad and letters to the U.S. presi- 
dent and the Japanese prime minister. 


During the dialogue a welcome banquet was arranged by overseas compatriots and a 
farewell banquet by compatriots from the homeland. The banquets proceeded all 

along in an atmosphere of warm compatriotic sentiments and national unity. The 
participants raised glasses to the good health and long life of the great leader 
President Kim Il-song, the sun of the nation and lodestar of national reunification, 
and to national unity and the accomplishment of the cause of reunification. 

Speeches and souvenirs were exchanged at the banquets. The attendants there sang 
and danced together, unable to repress the joy of reunion of the separated com- 
patriots and compatriotic feelings. They sang in chorus the imortal paean "Long 
Life and Good Health to the Leader." 


During the dialogue an “evening of culture” was also arranged. The “evening of 
culture" where well known artists of the homeland and compatriots overseas, 
lfaekwondo players of the homeland and instructors of Taekwondo overseas gave a 
joint performance, left unforgettable impressions on the participants of the 
dialogue. 


On the morning of 6 November, a press conference was called at the Vienna Inter- 
national Press Club upon the successful conclusion of the dialogue for national 
reunification among compatriots and Christians in the North and abroad. Present 
there were Korean reporters from the homeland and various countries who came to 
cover the dialogue, Austrian news agency, newspaper, radio and television reporters, 
a delegate of the Third World journalists and television reporters of West Germany. 








The press conference was addressed by Yom Kuk-yol, Chon Kum-chol, Ko Ki-chun, Yi 
Yong-pin, Sonu Hak-won, Kang Wi-cho, Choe Chong-yol and four others. Answering 
questions put by reporters, they unanimously pointed to the success and significance 
of the dialogue. They also roundly exposed the base obstructive manoeuvres of the 
South Korean puppets against the dialogue and the aggressive Korean policy of the 
United States. 


Expressed at the press conference was the conviction that all the Koreans can 
achieve national unity, transcending the differences in ideology and idea, social 
system and religious belief, frustrate all the manoeuvres of the domestic and 
foreign splittists and certainly reunify the country with the united efforts of 
our nation. 


The dialogue for national reunification among compatriots and Christians in the 
North and abroad was held in an acute struggle against the South Korean split: ‘sts. 
The Chon Tu-hwan group resorted to every conceivable obstruction to frustrate the 
dialogue.

"VPR' SCORES PLAN TO LIFT CURFEW IN SOUTH KOREA

[Text] In this hour, we will talk about the lifting of the curfew clamored about 
by the Chon Tu-hwan ring--a brazen, double-faced act. 


The Chon Tu-hwan ruling circles are babbling about the lifting of the curfew in 
connection with their hosting of the 1988 summer Olympics in Seoul. They are raving 
that they will greatly increase investigative personnel and police equipment to 
achieve this end. Answering questions at the National Assembly sometime ago, Home 
Affairs Minister So Chong-hwa said that he would provide conditions to lift the 
curfew prior to hosting the 1988 Olympics in Seoul by strengthening the anti- 
communist posture. At a press conference on 22 November, he clamorously stressed 
the need for an increase of police manpower and equipment in order to lift the 
curfew and said that the number of police should increase by at least 16,000. 


The National Police headquarters has decided to increase investigative personnel 
next year by 1,927. The Seoul police authorities have said it was necessary to 
increase the manpower strength of police boxes and the number of nighttime traffic- 
control personnel by more than 30 percent to maintain law and order after midnight. 
Using beautiful, coaxing words, they raved that these measures were intended for 
the convenience of the people and at respecting their desires. 


The Chon Tu-hwan ring's wild, absurd remarks on lifting the curfew reveals the 
wisked, hidden intention of further strengthening their suppression of the people 
while giving an impression to our people and to international society that the 
fascist system has been eased. 


Since the 15 August liberation, the U.S. military government and the successive 
rulers in South Korea have enforced the curfew to cruelly suppress our people, 
patriots and revolutionaries under the pretext of maintaining order. The fascist 
Chon Tu-hwan ring has continued to maintain the curfew--the product of its U.S. 
masters--increased suppressive forces and frantically run wild to suppress the 
people. 








Speaking of the police force, the main force of the repressive apparatus, it is a 
massive police force, consisting of some 487,000 policemen, including some 56,000 
ordinary policemen, some 22,000 combat policemen, some 2,400 national maritime 
policemen, some 6,500 security guards and some 400,000 assistant policemen. It 
takes up positions on every corner of the nation, surrounding the whole of the 
nation with a harsh repressive apparatus. 


Also the army security command, which has some 10,000 cadre members and some 220,000 
intelligence personnel, along with [several words unheard], serves the dictatorial 
power as a shock brigade, running amock to suppress the people. 


Thus, South Korea has been turned into a giant military prison with the fascist 
murderer Chon Tu-hwan as its supreme warden and into a grisly and terror-stricken 
place where the entire people are subjected to violence and massacre. 


Still dissatisfied with the current state of South Korea which, for its long-term 
power, it has turned into a place where the fascist bayonets run rampant, the Chon 
Tu-hwan ring is trying to further consolidate its fascist ruling system by taking 
advantage of the sacred Olympics. The Chon Tiu-hwan ring'’s aim at inducing the 1988 
Olympics to Seoul is not only to further strengthen the current military fascist 
system and ensure its power but also to perpetuate division and fabricate two 
Koreans. 


As is widely known to the world, in a meeting on 6 October with the delegation 
assigned to win the Olympics, the traitorous Chon Tu-hwan said the government and 
the people of all strata should establish a climate of orderliness and that we 
should use the Olympics as a means to further consolidate our system, thus reveal- 
ing his wicked nature as a fascist dictatorial maniac. 


He also revealed his nature as a splittist by sending Foreign Minister No Sin-yong 
to the secretary general of tne United Nations to beg for cooperation for South 
Korea's UN admission, saying that South Korea is going to host the Olympics in 
1988 and that something is wrong with the UN for not yet admitting South Korea. 


The fact that the Chon Tu-hwan ring is attempting to strengthen the so-called 
anticommunist posture and drastically augment the police force while clamoring 
about the lifting of thenightly crufew in connection with the Olympics to be held 
in Seoul once again shows that its schemes for strengthening fascism and for 
division stage. 


The schemes on the part of the Chon Tu-hwan ring are intolerable criminal acts 
against our poeple who are yearning for social democratization and national re- 
unification and a mockery of the international community which respects the 
Olympic spirit. Our people will never tolerate the criminal machinations of the 
Chon Tu-hwan ring, which is attempting to further strengthen fascism, division 
and the schemes for war under the sacred Olympic flag. 


The Chon Tu-hwan ring should immediately abandon its criminal schemes to use the 
Olympics as a means to suppress people and ensure power and step down from power 
without delay as unanimously demanded by the masses at home and abroad.

DPRK RED CROSS SCORES CHON'S HOME-VISIT POLICY

[Text] Pyongyang 23 November (KCNA)--The Central Committee of the Red Cross society 
of the Democratic Peoples Republic of Korea in a statement released on 22 November 
scathingly denounced the Chon Tu-hwan groups machination to lay hurdles on the road 
of home-visit of overseas compatriots as a violation of human rights and humanitar- 
ianism, as a challenge to national unity and the countrys peaceful reunification. 


The statement noted that the Chon Tu-hwan group is threatening and blackmailing, 
appeasing and deceiving those compatriots who desire to visit the homeland, and is 
persecuting and plotting to kidnap or assassinate compatriots who uad already 
visited the homeland.

As made clear by the “Hong Song-kil spy case" faked up by the military rogues, the 
life or death of separated kinsmen cannot be ascertained nor can there be any free- 
dom of travel between the North and the South and visits between separated families 
and relatives as long as the present anticommunist fascist repressive system is 
left intact in South Korea. 


They persecute compatriots who went abroad, unable to live any longer in South 
Korea, merely because they visited their native places in the northern half of the 
DPRK, which they had longed for even in dreams, to meet their families and rela- 
tives, and gave their impressions of the visit. They even charged the crime of 
“spying activity" on those compatriots who, while visiting South Korea to meet 
their relatives, told them about their families and relatives in the North. How 
can we say that these bandits have the idea of lessening the sufferings of separ- 
ated fellow countrymen in a humanitarian way and have any wiil to realize national 
unity and the countrys reunification?

[Text] Pyongyang, 26 November (KCNA)--MINJU CHOSON Wednesday carried a signed 
article headlined “no bayonet can break the pen of justice” denouncing the high- 
handed suppression of the press by the Chon Tu-hwan military fascist clique, which 
reads: 


One year ago, they took an unheard-of repressive step against the press, merging 
and closing down newspapers, news agencies and radios of South Korea under the 
cloak of “structural reorganisation of the press.” 


They put out of existence SINA ILBO, ILGANNAEOE KYONGJE and other papers in Seoul 
and made the morning papers carry news offered by them in dealing with reports and 
the evening papers reprint it, in order to simplify the publication system. On the 
other hand, the puppet clique closed all newspapers but one in each province. 


In case of news agencies, they merged TONGYANG TONGSIN, KYONGJE TONGSIN and other 
news agencies into one “government™-run news agency called YONHAP TONCSIN. 


They also merged the radios into “Radio Chungang” controlled by them, and the mili- 
tary fascist clique totally banned news coverage related to political affair by 
newspapers, news agencies and radios, abolished the system of resident reporters 
and brought under their complete control the orientation and contents of newspaper, 
news agency and radio reports. 


The “structural reorganisation” of the South Korean press organs by the military 
fascist clique was part “f the overall political repression for hastening the 
fascistization of soci>-political life; it was a strangulation of the press pre- 
viously unknown in the history of the press. 


Since ¢t bed power at the point of the bayonet through intrigues, the Chon 
Tu-hwan have constantly cracked down on the press, while hastening the 
fascistization of socio-political life. 





They, to begin with, faked up bundles of fascist evil laws to obliterate the 
liberties and rights of the press and stipulate the suppression of the press by 
“lav.” 
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In December last year, the fascist clique manufactured the notorious fascist evil 
law “basic bill on the press” to bind the pressmen hand and foot dually and trebly. 


Thus, the freedom of the press is wholly caught in the meshes of the “law” and 
the gag on the press is legalized by “law” in South Korea today. 


While supervising and controlling all the processes of publication, the Chon Tu-hwan 
puppet clique have arrested, jailed, penalized and murdered progressive and con- 
scientious men of the press without mercy.

In July last year, the fascist clique put out of existence 172 periodicals and 617 
publishing houses on charges of “agitation of foul political aim" and so forth.

On the other hand, the fascist clique filled the press organs with hackwriters 
meekly obeying them and installed their vassals at important posts to place the 
press under a tighter “government” control.

[Text] Pyongyang 4 December (KCNA)--Nodong Sinmun on 3 December carried an article 
headlined “struggle of South Korean people for existence will grow fiercer.” 


Noting that today the South Korean people are at the bottom of destitution where 
they find it hard to keep themselves alive, not to speak of freedom and rights, 
under the anti-popular misrule of traitor Chon Tu-hwan, the paper says: 


The struggle of South Korean workers for solving such urgent vital problems as wage 
hike, payment of wages in arrears, employment and improvement of working conditions 
and position is going on vigorously every day in a terror-ridden atmosphere in 
which fascist repression shadows the people each step. 


In September, 150 workers of the Sinchang Industrial Company in Pusan waged a sit- 
down at the company pressing the puppet authorities to pay them the wages kept in 
arrears for several months and find out the employer who had fled. 


Earlier, more than 300 female workers hired at a pleasure ground in Kwangju County, 
Kyonggi Province, waged a sit-down in demand of the payment of back wages and im- 
provement of boarding conditions, enraged at exploitation by the comprador capi- 
talist. 


More than 500 drivers of a truck company in Seoul staged a demonstration and a sit- 
down, refusing to drive the trucks for 4 days in protest against brigandish acts 
of the employer. 


The South Korean workers are also waging a staunch struggle against the illegal 
dismissal and violation of human rights. 


In August upwards of 800 stevedores in Pusan strongly protested against the un- 
warrantable scheme of the puppet clique to discharge them under the pretext of a 
dock project and demanded a step for their continued employment. 

The fierce struggle for existence is going on among peasants and fishermen. 


Recently, more than 300 peasants in Kwangju County, Kyonggi Province, rose in a 
protest struggle in demand of compensation for damages, enraged at the misdeed of 
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a vicious factory owner who had spoilt their years farming by letting waste water 
flow into fields. Meanwhile, inhabitants of Kwangju, South Cholla Province, waged 
a protest struggle, bringing in a lawsuit demanding compensation to the tune of 
15,000 million won from the puppet authorities who had pulled down their houses 
and robbed them of 152,000 pyong of land for the construction of a military road. 


Fishermen of 12 fishing villages in Ulju and Ulsan, South Kyongsang Province, 
recently wrested a promise from a iuwal company through their vigorous struggle 

from mid-August in protest againsc the flow of petroleum into the fishing ground and 
tangle farm from a cargo vessel belonging to the company, which had made a mess of 
them. 


More than 2,200 fishermen of 42 fisheries companies in Pusan launched on 21 
September a powerful solidarity struggle in demand of the raise of their wages 

and allowances. 

Dwelling on the struggle of South Korean people for existence, the paper stresses.

DJP DECISION TO PROVIDE FUNDS TO DISTRICT ORGANIZATIONS DISCUSSED

[Text] The Democratic Justice Party (DJP) decision to provide each local district 
party organization, beginning in June, with 2 million won to cover operating ex- 
penses has attracted attention among those in political circles, who are concerned 
with the workings of Korean political parties. 


Depending on one's point of view, the DJP's decision is a move which “displays the 
power of the party." But, on the other hand, compared to the situation of the Demo- 
cratic Korea Party (DKP), which is having to eliminate some of its local party 
organizations and of the Korean National Citizens’ Party (KNCP) which has operating 
difficulties, it can be viewed as a "North-South" situation with regard to party 
finances. 


In addition, if one understands a political party to be a self-generated group with 
similar political views, then it is desirable to heighten the sense of adherence 

to the party by having financially self-sustaining district organizations, 

whether the funds come from central apparatus or from local party sources. From 
this standpoint, the DJP decision is clearly a useful one. 


In the final analysis, Korean political parties as a general rule are still in 
the "fostering stage" of development because they have limited financial resources. 


At the outset, when the DJP decision to provide funds to district organizations 
was taken, it was considered that, depending on the size of the organization, it 
would get a minimum of 1.8 million won to a maximum of 2.3 million won. But in 
order to avoid any untoward side-effects that this system might produce, it was 
finally decided to give each district the sum of 2 million won. 


Party officials explained that the 2 million won per month would be divided among 
four major categories, each category getting 500,000 won. These categories are: 
the district party secretariat leaders (the organizations section chief, the youth 
section chief, the women's section chief, and the general section chief on the 
average of four persons); rent and related operating costs; postage, electricity 
and other utility expenditures; the party's funeral and condolence expenses. 
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For those district chairmen who are at the same time members of the National Assembly 
and have an annual allowance of 1.5.million won, the support they will receive from 
the central party organizationis like "rain in the midst of a drought." Some, 

on the other hand, are saying that "2 million won is still insufficient." One party 
official has stated that "if there are those who claim that this sum is not enough, 
we will have to ask them whether they think party management is simply a matter of 
money. Two million won, after all, is not an insignificant amount for the opera- 
tions of a district organizations." 


The DJP decision to provide district organizations with operating funds marks, first 
of all, the first time that the financial relationship between the central party and 
the district organs have been formalized. 


First Implementation, Then Audit 


Until recently, political funds were transmitted to district party organizations 
from the center by the so-called “duck foot" system. The money was given sub rosa 
and instead of going to the party organization itself, it went to the district party 
chairman personally as “encouragement money" or in the form of a “reward.” 


According to the DJP decision to distribute funds to the district organizations, 
the process is supposed to have the approval of the local party chairman. In fact, 
however, this approval is rendered by the party secretary general. After the money 
is distributed, he endeavors to have the finances audited, and the disposition of 
the funds is made publicly known. 


In the final analysis, the method of distributing these funds is also said to afford 
a subtle way of formalizing party organization and strengthening the control of the 
central party apparatus. Until recently, the local party chairman depended on his 
own private resources. Now, since the central party apparatus can inject funds 
directly into the heretofore unsteady economy of the district party organization, 
there is a strong likelihood that the personal influence of the district chairman 
will be reduced. Based on this fact, the distribution of funds is not so much a 
matter as reducing the burdens of the district organization as strengthening control 
over them. 


Party officials see another purpose behind providing funds to the district chapters: 
avoiding political corruptions. Until now, district party funds consisted of the 
chairman's personal resources and money collected by the district organization support 
association. Under this system, more often than not, a “donation"™ to the coffers 

of the district organization was at the same time a request for a political favor 

and involved an accompanying benefit for the donor. As a result, the recent deci- 
sion will undoubtedly have the beneficial effect of abolishing the situation whereby 
political connections are made only on the basis of money. 


The DJP will have fixed monthly expenses of about 700 million won--184 million for 
local party expenses, a significant amount for city branch offices, and, presumably, 
about 500 million for the central party apparatus. Out of its necessity to main- 
tain openness in partyfinancing, the DJP thus became a party with a bloated expendi- 
ture of 8.4 billion won in a year. An urgent problem that the DJP must face now is 
to set up some institutionalized means [of raising money] in addition to the party 
coffer which hitherto met the expenses, such as support organizations and contribu- 
tions. 
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For the Opposition It Would Be a Dream 


Compared with this situation, the case of the DKP and the KNCP is entirely differ- 
ent. 


Officials of the KDP and the KNCP say that the unprecedented support thei DJP is 
giving to its district organizations is “like a dream. We have no choice but to 
rely entirely on our own local resources." In fact, the DKP, since the March 25 
general election has closed more than half of its 34 offices in those districts 
from which it did not elect a National Assembly member. This means that in those 
districts the party has, in effect, suspended organized activity because it cannot 
take on the burden of providing financial support. 


One party leader said, "To run the central party apparatus properly over the next 
year would require more than 500 million won." The last outlay we received from 
the national budget was 190 million won, an amount that will barely cover the 
expenses of the main personnel in the secretariat. 


Given a situation in which party membership dues do not cover even the expenses of 
the central party organization, and where the party cannot receive support from its 
support associations or other sources, then there is little hope that the party 
can begin to finance its: district organizations. 


The DKP on the 16th of this month, for the first time since the general election 
gave each district organization 200,000 won. One party official said despondently 
that this was not the beginning but the end of such support. 


Even District Organizations Which Have Completely Shut Down 


The situation of the KNCP is the same. Nationwide, out of 78 district offices, 

38 have been closed. In some cases, the sign boards have been moved to private 
houses, and there have been many areas where the organizations have shut down conm- 
pletely. 


A high party official said, "In the case of the KNCP, we need a minimum of 1 mil- 

lion won per month for each district organization, but because there is no support 
from the central party, the districts which have no resources of their own cannot 

operate." One official said that on the 19th of the month, those districts which 

were still in operation were discreetly given "pocket money" of 300,000 won each, 

but no one knows when similar distributions can be made.

PROPOSED TAX REFORMS ANALYZED

[Text] The government's present tax reforms are the initial indication that it 
intends to adhere to the principle of equal taxation while meeting its own fis- 
cal needs during the course of the fifth 5-Year Plan for Economic and Social De- 
velopment, which begins next year. 


During the 1970's, since our tax system emphasized economic development and the 
mobilization of limited domestic capital, equality in taxation became clouded 
over and there were many difficulties in meeting fiscal requieements. In par- 
ticular, through continued tax reductions in support of gf n strategic in- 
dustires such as heavy chemicals, tax reductions became cMPonic and expected as 
inviolable rights, thereby weakening the industrial structure. Furthermore, 
[the tax system] was absurd because it gave the fales impression of a high tax 
rate, while, in reality, its collection was not practicable. 





Additionally, because tax relief is normally applied in the area of direct taxes, 
the weight of indirect taxes, particularly the value added tax, has risen cor- 
respondingly to make up for the resultant inadequate tax revenues. In 1980, for 
instance, the relative weights of direct and indirect taxes were 36.7 percent to 
63.3 percent; therefrom showing a good contrast to Japan's 67.3 to 32.7 percent 
or the U.S.'s 90.5 to 9.5 percent. It is more undesirable for the indirect tax 
burden to increase because of its direct effect on prices. 


Owing to the yearly increase in the amount of the basic deduction in such as the 
personal deduction, the number of income tax payers is gradually decreasing; and 
the size of the increase in exemptions is still insufficient to make up for the 
reduction in real income which was caused by price increases. Of all of the 
7,258,000 wage earners in 1980, only 2,322,000, or 32.1 percent, paid any in- 
come tax, while the remaining 67.9 percent paid none. 


In the case of Japan, only 17.2 percent of workers go untaxed on account of their 
low income. In our country, those workers earning monthly salaries between 
300,000 and 700,000 won, who constitute 6.8 percent of the total work force, have 
to pay 38.7 percent of the total personal income taxes due.

From this basis, the Ministry of Finance has proposed a reform bill after set- 
ting up four basic goals of levying fair taxes, establishing reasonable tax 
rates, lending functional support to taxing policy, and doing away with irra- 
tional tax collection procedures and regulations. 


In the area of fair taxation, the Ministry has completely reexamined the tax re- 
lief system which was once one of the larger enterprises’ special proveleges; 
eliminated direct reductions and exemptions; and reduced and adjusted the types 
of large businesses eligible for reductions and exemptions. Also, by the intro- 
duction of the minimum taxation system, those cases in which enterprises had made 
profits but did not pay taxes were eliminated. Even government corporations were 
made to pay the minimum tax of 5 percent, despite their special status as juvidi- 
cal persons. Taking last year as the norm, the amount of relief enterprises re- 
ceived from direct taxes amounted to 335.8 billion won in direct relief and 77.9 
billion won in actual taxes, or 25 percent of the direct taxes due. 





The Ministry of Finance is trying to do away with such direct tax relief or 
change it to the form of indirect aids such as special refunds or investors’ re- 
serve funds. From the business point of view, since the present pace of business 
recovery is slow, there are charges that the elimination of relief priveleges 
like these all at once is a great blow; but, because of special refunds and re- 
serve systems, the actual tax burden increase is delayed 3 to 5 years. 


So, from outward appearances, it seems they wield a large knife with the amend- 
ment of the tax relief regulatory law, but it does provide a leeway to catch up 
the pace of business recovery, and the tax receipt increase which follows the 
reduction in deductions and exemptions is expected to bring in an additional 20 
billion won only after 1983. 


In adjusting income taxes, which is a matter of the greatest general concern, 
the Ministry of Finance has done away with the method used up to now of increas- 
ing the personal exemption and concentrated on reducing the real tax burden. 
From the standpoint of inducing popular taxation, the Ministry maintained there 
be no adjustments in personal exemptions until almost 50 percent of workers pay 
taxes, and this will be substituted by income exemptions according to a fixed- 
rate system. 


However, after 1980, whereas the amount of exemption has not risen, prices have 
risen sharply during the same period; as a result, the comparison of actual 
levels shows that the size of exemptions does not even equal that of 1979. 


This is insufficient to relieve the disadvantage to wage earners. In wage ex- 
emptions, [the Ministry] is suggesting that, aside from the 820,000-won basic 
exemption, there will be a 20 percent fixed rate deduction for workers earning 
less than 300,000 won per month, and a 10 percent fixed rate deduction for work- 
ers earning over 300,000 won per month; but, since the exemption limit is fixed 
at 1.5 million won, only workers earning less than 300,000 won per month get a 
slight benefit. 


The adoption of the fixed-rate system increased exemptions for workers earning 
300,000 won per month to 38.2 percent, and for those earning 200,000 won per 
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month to 47.3 percent; but, when one earns more than 302,000 won, the exemption 
rate falls from 25 to 6.3 percent because the 1.5 million won exemption limit 
applies. If one belongs to the middle class, the median income is presently in 
excess of 500,000 won per month, and these people spend a greater part of their 
income for living expenses than do the lower income people, and it is unfortunate 
that this cannot be reflected in the current revision of the tax laws. 


Likewise is the adjustment of income taxes. The current tax rates have 17 levels 
from 6 to 62 percent; but, because this time the highest rate is decreased to 58 
percent and the highest wage class also was lowered to 55 million won per annum 
from 60 million, those with salaries less than 300,000 won get a comparatively 
greater benefit. By adjusting income tax deduction rates, reducing tax rates, 
and giving exemption to wage earners earning less than 300,000 won per month, 

the taxes paid by wage earners earning less than 200,000 won will be reduced by 
43 percent of present levels, 36.5 percent for wage earners earning 300,000 won 
per month; but, for those earning 500,000 won, this stops at 28.5 percent and, at 
700,000 won, at 25.1 percent. 


With this adjustment in wage earners’ taxes, based on 1980 levels, total income 
tax receipts will be reduced by a total of 109.5 billion won. This also reduces 
the burden on wage earners, but 48 percent is to the benefit of wage earners 
earning less than 300,000 won per month. In this regard, there have been conm- 
plaints that concern is lacking for the wage earners in the 500,000 to 700,000 
won bracket, the real middle class. 


One can cite government's guaranteed tax revenues as the reason, but public opin- 
ion has it that we take one more look at the idea that all of the social welfare 
responsibility must be assumed exclusively by the government while it worries 
about financial demands at this time in history when the economic system is com- 
ing uncreasingly under private leadership. 


In this revision of the tax laws, no effort has been spared to prevent tax eva- 

sions by setting appropriate rates. In particular, to eliminate the evasion of 

inheritance taxes, which are entirely dependent on the statements of the persons 
taxes, the maximum tax rate was lowered, and a new system of inheritance exemp- 

tions for houses and agricultural lands was adopted. 


But, although it has an appearance of giving 40 to 50 million won exemptions for 
house and farmland inheritance, it actually comes down to 100 to 200 thousand 
won after the personal deduction owing to the exemption limit. One, therefore, 
wonders if the government isn't worried only about its image. 


In the current tax law revision, the government emphasizes tax equality, but no 
less than the direct taxes paid by businesses and wage earners, the indirect 
taxes, which all the people unwittingly bear the brunt of, should be the object 
of concern. 


In the case of special excise taxes, although special tax rates are applied to 
a number of items under guidelines to restrain extravagance through a tax sys- 
tem based on value-added taxes, there are numerous examples of inequality be- 
tween lists of subject items. 
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In the case of TVs and refrigerators, for example, both are considered luxury 
goods; whereas an automobile, which still is a luxury item, is taxed only at a 
10 percent rate; one piece or one suite of luxury furniture costing 200,000 won 


is assessed at 20 percent. 


There is no tax system which is satisfactory to all, but the taxpayers hope for 
the tax administration which causes the least damage to everyone.

NEW STUDENT ORGANIZATION AT SNU EXAMINED

[Summary] In order to upgrade the student sympathy with the Student Defense 
Corps, the Seoul National University has established a new election system 

for the Corps’ student president. In the past, the Corps president was elected 
by 15 student leaders of colleges. The student president will now be elected 
by a total of 131 student leaders including student representatives at the 
department levels. 


This step by the SNU authorities draws our attention because it follows an 
analysis that a series of on-campus disturbances which occurred toward the 
end of October were fomented by frictions between the student corps and study 
groups called “student circles." 


Why did the corps bring about frictions with study groups and yet fail to attract 
attention from majority students? The fact is that quite a few students do not 
believe that the corps is a representative body of students outside the 
university and gathers opinions of students and put them into practice on the 
campus. 


In other words, the corps has been unable to discard an impression that it has 
been a government-controlled organization with an extremely flimsy legitimacy. 
The school authorities are also aware of this point. 


Such a weak point of the corps has demoralized students in the corps executive 
part, made them lose self-confidence, and left them estranged from majority 
students, arousing rebuttals from some minority students. 


Such incredulity of the corps in colleges did not begin lately. There was 
already a dispute cver its legitimacy when the corps was inaugurated six years 
ago. Nevertheless, the corps were planted in the then existing student 
organizations; and in a number of colleges and universities, they have taken 
root to some extent. In some universities, the election of their student staff 
has been quite well contested, not departing far from the original objective 
of the corps. 
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Yet, there appeared a lot of problems with the corps, such as the students’ 
general indifference toward their staff elections and opposition raised to 
some campus events sponsored by the corps. It may have been unavoidable, 
therefore, that during the series of campus turmoils in the spring of last 
year, the Student Defense Corps had been the very target. 


Then former Education Minister Kim Ok-kil changed the corps organization and 
the designation of the corps leaders from “division commanders” to “student 
presidents"; and changed the corps function into that of a student body for 
self-governing activities. In addition, she performed a "major-operation”™ on 
its structure by removing professors and general school officials from the 
student corps. 


Before that, all student staff of the corps had been appointed. The minister 
also changed that system into one for direct election of student presidents, 
in part. The reform work had been carried out as far as the then realities 
allowed. 


What has resulted from that? In their “frank” opinion, school authorities say 
that nothing has been changed of the students’ response to the corps. Students 
continued to bring out only “grounds” and legitimacy of the corps for debate; 
but they failed to come closer intimacy toward the corps. 


School authorities hold the view that the more th wdent defense corps is 
estranged, the greater the chances for the campus 4 g to be controlled by 
outside forces and not by the students themselves. .«n conclusion, it is true 
that the student corps has failed to play a pivotal rol« of college, out they 
say that it is urgently necessary for the corps to play its part. 


Today, the Student Defense Corps seem to have fallen into a dilemma with the 
students’ demand for autonomy and the school authorities’ doubt about the 
students’ self-governing ability. 


The SNU's electoral body for student president draws our attention since it is 
the first attempt made to narrow the existing gap between the two.

FOREIGN MINISTRY INTENSIFIES LANGUAGE TRAINING

[Text] Under a special directive of Foreign Minister No Sin-yong, some 50 core 
officials of the Foreign Ministry above the division chief-level are going to 
begin compulsory study of Chinese and Russian for an hour from 0730 every 
morning. The ministry has also intensified various other training and education 
programs. All this is being conducted in accordance with the foreign service 
law and its enforcement ordinance which came into effect as of 5 November. 

This law has systematized “the life-time education" for all ministry officials 
from newly-employed to senior ambassador-level officials. 


The ministry is going to send high-ranking diplomats above the level of chief 
and deputy chief of foreign missions to domestic education and research 
institutes for training for 1 or 2 years, under the provision of the foreign 
service law which prohibits overseas service for more than 8 years. The 
Foreign Ministry has already recalled eight mission chiefs, including ambassador 
to Qatar So Kyong-sok, ambassador to Lebanon So Chin-chol, consul general in 
Sapporo U Chong and consul general in Kobe Kim Ki-chun, to headquarters. It 

is also to recall 10 more officials above deputy bureau chief grade, including 
some mission chiefs, in early December. 


It is compulsory for Foreign Ministry officials to have a good command of more 
than two foreign languages, with English and French as the basic language and 
one from Spanish, German, Chinese, Russian, Japanese, Portuguese and Italian 
languages. The courses in Chinese and Russian, which began in July this year 
to prepare the diplomatic service for the communist and nonaligned blocs, have 
now advanced to mid-level training. The ministry plans to send those who show 
good progress to well-known colleges in the United States, England and other 
countries for study for 2 or 3 years, in order to foster them as specialists 
on the communist bloc.

PAC DECIDES ON CRITERIA FOR PRESS GUIDANCE

[Text] When the Press Arbitration Commission [PAC], in a meeting held on the 
afternoon of 30 November, decided on five criteria by which it can make 
recommendations to persons concerned regarding wrongdoings on the part of the 
press, it provided a detailed basis for implementing Item 8, Article SO of 
the Basic Press Law, which states, “if necessary, the PAC can recommend that 
persons concerned, such as publishers or broadcast station managers rectify 
incorrect press behavior.” 


The five criteria are: 


-~when the press has made public items that are prohibited by law from being 
made public; 


--when the press has, obviously and conspicuously, violated the dignity and rights 
of others specified in Item 2, Article 20 of the Constitution; 


--when the press has, obviously and conspicucusly, violated public morals and 
social ethics; 


--when the press has, obviously and conspicuously, slighted the human dignity 
and pride and basic democratic order specified in Article 3 of the Basic Press Law; 


--and when the press has, obviously and conspicuously, encouraged and praised 
violence and other actions disturbing public order. 


The meeting also decided that when a recommendation is made, it requires approval 
by a majority of PAC members in a plenary meeting. 


Meanwhile, as to concern over whether this action of making recommendations, in cer- 
tain cases, might function as a factor restricting the press’ editorial rights, 

a PAC official said, “Recommendations by the PAC are not binding. They are just 
‘recommendations’ in the true sense of the word. Accordingly, they have nothing to 
do with either trespassing on press freedom or diminishing the press.”

CONCERN OVER PRESS FREEDOM VIOLATION REPORTED

[Editorial: "The Role of the Press Arbitration Committee--An Arbitrary 
Recommendation for Rectification Exceeds the Role of Arbitration"] 


[Excerpts] Can the Press Arbitration Committee [PAC], established to arbitrate 
between a press organ and the victim of its wrongdoings, arbitrarily recommend 
that the press organ concerned correct its erroneous news coverage and critical 
activities when no victim has applied for arbitration? Wouldn't such a move 

by PAC portend the danger of being employed as a tool to violate freedom of the 
press? These are questions which have been raised since the PAC approved five 
criteria on 30 November concerning press violation of the rights of persons 
concerned due to its erroneous behavior. 


According to Item 1, Articie 50 of the Basic Press Law, which was adopted 
amidst much criticism from various social segments, the aim of the PAC is to 
conduct arbitration when it receives an application for correction of an 
erroneous press report and to review cases of press infringement of the rights 
of persons concerned. It seems that the PAC has decided on these five criteria 
on the legal basis of, implementation of the second role specified in Item l, 
Article 50 of the Basic Press Law. The PAC sees no problem in adopting these 
criteria on the ground that they comply with Article 20 of the Constitution 

on freedom of the press and Articie 3 of the Basic Press Law delineating the 
public responsibility of the press and that the PAC's recommendation is 

not binding but is a mere exhortation in the true sense of the word. 


However, we believe that the PAC's arbitrary recommendation for correction 
obviously constitutes an act of arrogance exceeding the sphere of arbitration 
between parties involved in a dispute; it assumes the nature of preliminary 
censorship, violates the grand principle of press freedom and contradicts the 
spirit of Item 3, Article 3 of the Basic Press Law which says that censorship 
is permitted only in certain instances outlined in the Constitution. It is 
easy to understand that, in light of the semijudicial nature of the PAC--unlike 
many private and autonomous arbitration agencies in foreign countries--the 
PAC's role will be different. This becomes more evident when we look at the 
current status of the press in our country. 
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Many people say the Basic Press Law places more emphasis on the public 
responsibility of the press than on its freedom. Like all freedoms, freedom 
of the press should not be indifferent to its social responsibility while 
demanding freedom. It should respect human dignity and values; it should not 
infringe citizens’ rights and honor. However, freedom of the press has been 
regarded as one which transcends all other freedoms because it is prerequisite 
to the survival of democracy. Generally accepted in a democratic society is 


the idea that there is a distinct, specific boundary even when laws limit the 
press. 


Allowing the PAC to arbitrarily recommend that the press correct its erroneous 
infringement of the rights of persons concerned not only violates the grand 
principle of freedom of the press, but also portends a danger of abusing it. 

We reiterate that the PAC can only engage in arbitration between the press and 
the victim of its erroneous behavior.

ECONOMIC ‘MISERY INDEX’ DISCUSSED

[Text] The more one is strapped for money, the colder one feels. The so-called 
discomfort index is not only related to the weather but also with the situation 
of the purse. The expression "economic discomfort index" has recently come to 
our attention. Some economic scholars call it the “misery index," which we can 
translate into “depression index." The method for computing it is very simple. 
The rate of the commodity price rise added to the rate of unemployment equals 
the economic discomfort index. When the sum of the price increase and unemploy- 
ment rate--what is called "the misery index"--rises to over 20 percent, it seems 
to be evaluated as "a miserable state.” When the index is at 10 to 20 percent, 
it is "a middling state," and when below 10 percent, it is "a good state." 


Among the seven countries that took part in the July summit talks between 
advanced nations, the nation whose misery index was the highest--at over 27 per- 
cent--was Italy. England was nearly as high, at 22 percent. Even though they 
are called advanced countries, it seems they cannot easily free themselves 

from this miserable state. 


It is taken for granted that the state of the economy has something to do with 
political and social stability. This is why the causes of instability in Italy 
and England are sought in such economic misery. This is not a time for us to 
talk idly about the situation of others. Our own economic situation now is also 
tight enough. The current price rise has already reached a level of 14 percent. 
This is expected to go up further, to 17 percent by the end of this year. In 
addition, the current unemployment rate is estimated at nearly 5 percent. 


According to the misery index, our economy is also on the verge of a miserable 
state. This explains why popular concern is now focused on the national 
assembly's interpellation of the government. However, replies given by government 
ministers are not satisfactory; they leave something to be desired. Even some 
parliamentarians were critical of the shilly-shallying attitude of economic 
ministers. 


"You cannot find a trace of self-confidence in what economic ministers say in their 
replies to our questions; they all seem worried only about what others will think 


about their revelations," some say. Citizens hear this with heavy hearts. 
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It is, of course, difficult to know about the self-confidence of the economic 
ministers on the basis of a few words from a national assemblyman. If our 
knowledge were based on an assemblyman's simple remarks, it would be like the 
blind men and the elephant. 


However, the desire to seek a lamp in the darkness is but natural to human 
nature. Such perfunctory economic, political and social policies cannot 
serve as a lamp to light the dark. It would be useless for them to try to 
shirk their responsibility through eyewash. What the people really want to 
see is not eyewash but a definite blueprint for tomorrow.

FKTU ACTIVITIES--The Federation of Korean Trade Unions (FKTU) pointed out in a 
statement released on 11 November that "The decision by the nation's major 
business organizations to set a limit on increases in wages for workers at a 
10-percent level next year is far below a 13-percent increase rate of consumers 
price and barely stands at a half of 20 percent price increase rate projected 
by the end of this year." The nation's top labor union charged that "It is 

a cruel ast that they have even intended not to reflect an increased portion 
of commodity prices in wage hikes.” The FKTU said, "It is quite unfair that 
wage increase guidelines have been uniformally set,” arguing that with the 
wage guidelines set in advance the desire of workers to produce more would be 
discouraged. The union further demanded that the wage problem be left by 

all means possible to voluntary agreement between labor and management.

WAGES IN ARREARS--Wages in arrears which have accumulated at various workshops 
across the country as of 16 November amount to some #7.5 billion. The amount 
represents an increase of 34.3 percent over the W5.51 billion (involving 

159 workshops and 29,794 employees) registered during the January-October 

period last year. This information was disclosed by Labor Affairs Minister 
Kwon Chung-tong, who presided over a meeting of responsible labor officials 
held on 16 November. Minister Kwon instructed his subordinate officials to 
help clear away overdue wages by 10 December and to initiate stringent legal 
actions, including physical detention, against those evil-minded entrepreneurs 
who have habitually delayed the payment of wages for workers, with their findings 
to be reported to the ministry by 15 December. The nation's top labor official 
directed the participants to encourage industrial firms to complete their 
Labor-Management Council meetings by 20 December. Emphasis in the council 
mectings, the minister asserted, should be placed on the formulation of workable 
measures aimed at eliminating factors contributing to labor disputes in advance. 
Minister Kwon reiterated that "No guidelines will be set for the implementation 
of the government's wage policy for FY 1982." [Seoul HANGUK KYONGJE SINMUN

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LABOR DISPUTES--Collective petitions lodged for settlement of labor disputes 
as of the end of September this year numbered a total of 1,758 cases, according 
to a statistical data released by the Labor Affairs Ministry on 16 November. 

Of them, 18 cases or only 1 percent of the total were settled through official 
intervention, while the remaining 1,740 cases were settled through accord 
between labor and management before official mediation. The collective petitions 
are supposed to be settled through official mediation in accordance with the 
Special Law on Defense and Security, which has been put into force since 1972. 
The figures sharply contrast with 122 cases (6.7 percent) settled through 
official mediation and 1,699 cases (93.3 percent) settled through agreement 
between labor and management before official intervention registered during 
the same period last year. The region that suffered most from labor disputes 
was Seoul with 405 cases, followed by Pusan with 364 cases, South Kyongsang 
Province with 157 cases and Inch'on with 30 cases.

FIRST YEAR OF PUBLIC BROADCASTING REVIEWED

Choe Chang-sop, professor at Sogang University; Han Pun-sun, poet; Yi Kyong-un,

[Excerpts] It is nearly a year since the introduction of public management of 
broadcasting, an evochal event, and the start of color transmissions. To what 
degree have the principles of the public management of broadcasting, which are 
to ensure interesting, dignified and profitable programs, been embodied and to 
what degree have the evils of commercial broadcasting been reduced? It will be 
beneficial to the management of public broadcasting for the Korean Broadcasting 
System [KBS} to have an exchange of views with several people concerning such 
issues, since audiences rarely have an opportunity to make sound criticism. 


Choe Chang-sop: One of the purposes of the public management of broadcasting 
is to eliminate the dysfunctions of commercial broadcasting. However, we are 
still going through the stage of trial and error in introducing good programs 
into this system. 


Yi Kyong-sun: The introduction of color television and of the KBS' advertise- 
ment programs are the greatest reforms during the past year. However, the 
audience is not fully aware of the meaning of the public management cof broad- 
casting. They think this system means only the introduction of color television 
and of advertisement programs. Anyway, the elimination of evil factors from 

the commercial broadcasts is good. On the other hand, however, the diversity 

of programs has been reduced. 


In Un-sop: I do not agree diversity has been reduced. KBS has made every 
effort to diversify the programs for the last year. First we broadened 

the range of programs so that the audience could choose its favorite program. 
We have not carried the same programs on different channels at the same time, 
in an attempt to diversify the programs. 


Second, we have specialized the programs. In the peat, we stressed programs 
which could be enjoyed by anyone, regarding the audience merely as an 
undifferentiated mass. However, we are developing special programs for various 
classes of the audience. Lastly, I think public management has greatly contri- 
buted to technical development and personnel management. 
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Yi Sang-hoe: The public broadcasting system should be capable in its programming 
of realizing the will of the public by reflecting the hopes of the audience. 

The audience in our country is still fond of comedies, home drama and sports. 
However, carrying programs only in accord with audience demand is a vestige of 
commercial broadcasting. The public broadcasting system should offer what is 
needed rather than what is demanded. I think that only if we are not excessively 
conscious of audience ratings can more trial and error be avoided. 


Yi Sang-hoe: As for the quality of the programs, it is wrong simply to regard 
interesting programs as being just of low quality. Those who work at their 
otfices or work sites need more light programs, instead of cultural programs, 
to get rid of stress. However, we should try to improve the quality of enter- 
tainment programs step by step. For instance, in anticommunist dramas, 
developing the stories simply in the standard pattern will reduce the entertain- 
ment provided to the audience. Educational programs are also desirable. 
However, dramas for cultivating aesthetic education and promotion of a sense 
of justice should be introduced. In the past, our education was conducted in 
ways which merely conveyed knowledge. I think educational television programs 
should not follow this practice. 


Yi Kyong-un: I think the relaying of the second launching of the U.S. space 
shuttle Columbia was sort of unseemly. It was not necessary to carry the 
program. It had nothing to do with us nor was it the first launching. So I 
think it was not necessary for the two broadcasting stations to relay the event 
at the same time. 


In Un-sop: Stations should not interfere in each other's program planning. The 
relay of the Columbia's launching should be viewed from the standpoint of making 
people more conscious of science, rather than as competition by the stations. 
The Broadcasting Advisory Council is playing an important role. KBS is ready to 
accept the frank views and opinions of people from all walks of life generated 
over the past year since it was launched. 


Choe Chang-sop: Over the past year, KBS has a record of many successes and 
failures. I think it should now assume the attitude of serving the audience 
through acts instead of merely giving lip-service.

"CHRISTIAN RADIO’ FACES FINANCIAL DIFFICULTIES

[Text] The Christian Broadcasting System [CBS], whose president is Kim Kwan-sok, 
will mark its 27th anniversary on 15 December. However, it is confronted with 
serious management difficulties due to its lack of funds. 


This year, CBS has been operating at a deficit--more than 50 million won per 
month--and is expected to suffer a loss of 600 million won by the end of the year. 


Since the broadcasting merger at the end of last year, CBS has raised operational 
funds through two channels: 1) the collection of money by churches which have 
participated in broadcasting programs; and 2) regular membership fees from 
religious believers and churches that have joined a missionary supporters’ 
society. 


The collection money CBS had received as of the end of October from a total of 

8 million Christian believers or from churches totaled a little more than 

l billion won. This roughly accounts for half of the 2 billion won in current 
expenditures earmarked for this year. As a desperate measure, CBS has shortened 
its broadcasting hours from 21 hours to 19 hours daily since May. Furthermore, 
it has stopped paying bonuses to its employees at its four regional network 
stations in Pusan, Taegu, Kwangju and Iri. 


To find a solution to its financial difficulties, in October CBS organized the 
Pan-Christian Broadcasting Committee in which 17 Christian orders are participat- 
ing. Of the six religious orders making up the Korean National Council of 
Churches [KNCC], CBS has allocated directorships to four of them. However, 

it has also given directorships to orders that are not members of the RYCC--two 
Jesus Presbyterian church orders, the Holiness Church and Lutheran Church. 


Virtually from the time it started broadcasting advertisements in 1963, CBS 
depended for all of its operational funds on its income from advertisements. 
Since the broadcasting merger, CBS has aired purely missionary or other programs: 
46 percent missionary work programs, 31.6 percent cultural programs and 


22.4 percent musical programs, Thus, it has lost any source of income. 
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Presently, CBS has a total of 165 employees--85 at the Seoul station and 80 at 
the four regional stations. 


At the end of last year, as part of a station reduction in staff, a total of 
170 employees were let go. They were transferred to the Korea Broadcasting 
System. 


In 1980, before the merger, current expenditures by CBS amounted to 4.5 billion 
won. However, CBS has set current expenditures for this year at 2 billion won. 
Nevertheless, it has lost financial resources. 


This year, 12 religious orders have participated in collecting money for CBS. 
Among others, the two Presbyterian church orders and the Full Gospel Church 
have made the largest contributions. Collection money for this years amounts 
to 1 billion won. 


With its limited financial resources, CBS has had to curtail its missionary 

work programs. In this connection, President Kim Kwan-sok has issued an appeal 
to each religious order and all believers on the occasion of the 27th anniversary 
of the station's founding. 


He said: “Under any circumstances, we cannot abandon our mission of propagating 
the word of God. CBS is for all Christians, not just those of a certain order. 
Christians should not hesitate to propagate the word of God via this medium.” 


President Kim also stressed that Korea's churches should more positively partici- 
pate in the church integration movement. 


Meanwhile, he deplored the fact that the country’s churches tend to ignore 
broadcasting missionary work, which is more important than each church's own 
expansion, and that they concentrate on their own expansion. 


Church circles have put forth a proposal to wage a collection campaign--to get 


1,000 won each from a total of 8 billion believers--to revive CBS. However, 
prospects are stiil din.

MBC SHAREHOLDERS MEETING--Next week the Korean Broadcasting System [KBS] will 
exercise its role as a large shareholder in the Munhwa Broadcasting Company [MBC]. 
MBC will convene an extraordinary general meeting of its shareholders 7 December 
to appoint an additional auditor and organize a three-man committee--a management 
advisory body. In this connection, KBC will participate in budget planning for 
MBC through consultations of the committee composed of the director general of 
the Public Information Bureau of the Ministry of Culture and Information, an 

MBC executive director and a KBC director. It has been learned that the auditor 
will have an auditing and inspecting function--as stipulated in the commercial 
code--and that the committee will be in charge of business operations and new 
investments. It has also been learned that they will not directly participate 

in personnel management or broadcast planning. No personnel shakeup of MBC 
executives will be made at the general shareholders meeting. Last December 

KBC received 65 percent of MBC shares in accordance with the government's 

measure to place the broadcasting system under public management. It took over 
the shares of the Seoul Miwon Company in July, thereby becoming a /0-percent 
shareholder in MBC.

STUDY ON KOREAN ‘AWARENESS STRUCTURE’ REPORTED 
Seoul CHOSON ILBO in Korean 24 Nov 81 p 10 


[Text] Koreans in general still think that “you can only lose by abiding by 
law and order.” They also believe that “the way of the world is swayed by 
people with money and in power.” This has been revealed by a study conducted 
by Prof. Yi Yong-ho of Ewha Woman's University. 


His study was intended to present a report to a seminar scheduled to be held 
on the anniversary of founding of the Contemporary Society Research Center 
(president, Ko Yong-pok). The study entitled "Korean Sense of Value and 
Awareness Structure,” has been conducted through questionnaires distributed 
to a total of 6,300 adults throughout the country, over the 3-month period 
from last July. 


On an item which read, "In Korea, one can succeed in life only when he has 

good connections and strong backers,” 71 percent of the respondents said, "Yes." 
And the number of respondents who gave a negative answer barely accounted for 
22.1 percent of the total. 
Even in the case of “backing,” one’s hometown appears to have a great influence. 
On the item, “In Korea, one's hometown counts most in making his way in the world,” 
48 percent accepted it as true. The percentage is far more than 36 percent 

who refused to say that is true. 


"In our society, anything can be done if you have money,” is believed as true 
by 52 percent of the respondents, while 43 percent said, “that is not so." 


Sixty ome percent agreet that “the way of the world is swayed by people with 
money and in power.” Their number is about two times the 33 percent who denied it. 


The sense that you can do anything if you are in power, leads to another 
cousciousness that “in our society, anyone with power can be better off, with 
a clear conscience, even after having violated the law.” On this question, 
56 percent said, “Yes.” This is construed as representing their distrust 

of the ruling classes in the Korean society.

"Cement has a history to it, and it cannot be made of just anything. These 
deposits are serious. There is no reason to expect that that mixture will be 
satisfactory as it is.” 

He heard thos: words and he decided that no matter what happened, he would dis- 
cover the cause of those deposits. 


With firm steps he pushed his way out from among the people and climbed over the 


wall of the tank. 


"Don't do that! Come out!” 


Here and there, all at once yelling broke out. In the horizontal tank, which was 
almost 10 meters in diameter and which had a depth more than 10 times the height 
of a person, Comrade Kim Song-chuk also was not unaware what it meant to go into 


the churning cement mixture. 


at that moment he did not know whether he was being led to success in pro- 
ducing cement from a new raw material or whether he was being turned away when 
he was half-way there, and he did not want to spare himself. 
Barely managing to control himself in the cold mixture which froze him to the 
one, he scrubbed every nook and cranny of the bottom of the tank, and also 
carefully examined the condition of the agitator. The result was that he was 
able to ascertain that if all of the wings of the agitator were able to move as 


they were supposed to and if air were pumped in well, deposits would not form. 
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Because of such a self-sacrificing struggle, at last high quality cement could 
be made from raw materials which are plentifully buried everywhere but which 
have been discarded as useless, and a large contribution was made to the posi- 
tive protection and management of an enormous area of farmland. 


That is what happened a few years ago in a factory as research progressed to 
find a new mineral to use in cement production. 


When the industrial experiment failed several times, some of the people tenta- 
tively concluded the mineral should be mixed at a2 certain ratio with the raw 
materia! that had been used up until that time and tended to sit back. 


But Comrade Kim Song-chuk was not going to agree with that view. 
He decided to postpone the research task which he himself had advanced. 


Since he was at the last stage of the task assigned to him, there were some 
who advised him to complete it. Others became a bit argumentative, upset that 
he had put aside his own experiment and was getting into other comrade's re-

No matter what anyone said, he did not care. He could never think only of his 
own work and sit still when the pending research to accomplish the great lead- 
er's instructions is met with an obstacle and would not progress. 


It was sometime after the research project again began to make vigorous pro- 
gress after briefly pausing. One day, after carefully examining the ore and 
being engrossed in his own thoughts, he began washing the ore. 


But as he washed the red dish rocks their color changed to blue and an unexpected 


phenomenon appeared. 


This was the phenomenon for which they had so anxiously and agonizingly searched. 


As the knot was untied and the first step to success was captured, he worked 
even more ferociously. It was the night of the day in which the 150th experi- 
ment failed. A meeting of technicians was held to determine the cause of 
failure. 


fhe people who were dissatisfied with him throwing himself into this research 
project brought forth their opinions, which they had held from the beginning, 
and indirectly tried to stop Comrade Kim Song-chuk, urging him back to his 
properly assigned research.

"To acquire the ability to use this ore, which is so abundant in our country, 
as a raw material in cement production, is part of the struggle to strengthen 


the chuche quality of our cement industry. I have no right to withdraw from 
this struggle.” 
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Comrade Kim Song-chuk resolutely left that place and walked towards the work 
place. At the moment he reached the work place he suddenly stopped in sur- 
prise. The workers, whom he had expected to be discouraged and sitting down, 
were indeed sticking to their preparations for another experiment. 


The unchanging fervor of the workers who had always wordlessly supported him 
and encouraged him gave him strength. 


They were helped by the strong belief that if one does according to the teach- 
ings of the great leader there is no task that cannot be done, and the firm 
intention that the great leader's instructions be completely carried out to the 
end unconditionally. 


So, after no fewer than 230 failures, at last they were able to introduce the 
new mineral into cement production. 


When the great leader gave the task concerning the new production of cement to 
be sent to the construction site of a power plant, and when the difficult tech- 
nical problems involved with improving the quality of cement produced with our 
own raw materials arose, Comrade Kim Song-chuk with this unchanging attitude of 
respect for the party, unfailingly carried out the task.

[Text] No sooner had we passed through the land of Samsu, the bus carrying us 
moved vigorously toward the ridge of Yongsongnyong, some 1,100 meters above the 
sea level. Outside the windows, bhe beautiful rural landscape of autumn moved 
away endlessly. 


"Kim Chong-suk County begins here.” So saying, a county party functionary who 
had gotton on the bus at Hyesan pointed to the county border marker as soon as 
we reached the ridge. 


"Kim Chong-suk County!" The moment we looked at the inscriptions on the marker, 
we could hardly contain our emotions because it brought back our memories of how 
moved we were to receive the Central People's Committee decree some time ago. 


It is a memorable land where one cannot look at a blade of grass or a single

After descending the ridge of Yongsongnyong, our bus was moving along the Amnok

Just how many of our revolutionists crossed those undulating blue waters of the 
Amnok tor the sake of liberation and independence of Fatherland! 


Looking at the blue water of the Amnok, which moved us to the solemn feeling 
that the blowing breeze and flowing water were telling us of the memorable days 
of the respected Comrade Kim Chong-suk, we kept moving in this historic land, 
with cur hearts beating fast in anticipation. 
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Finally, the bus stopped in front of a large picture board carrying the immortal 
image of the respected Comrade Kim Chong-suk standing on the burning hills of 
Taesaha 40 years ago, and we got off excitedly. 


The beautiful sight of the historic Kim Chong-suk township unrolled before our 


eyes. 


Along the straight boulevard with swaying trees stand the Research Office for the 
Revolutionary Thought of Comrade Kim Il-sung, the Sinp'a Hall of Revolutionary 
History, the Cultural Hall, and the Visitors Lodging Center and rows of nice high- 
rise residential buildings and such service facilities as inns, stores, and 
restaurants. 


This area, once known as the land os Samsu and Kapsan [renowned for isolation and 
backwardness], has now gone through an amazing transformation, and the visitors 
are struck with wonderment from the outset. 


Recalling with emotions the history of brilliant changes in the land of Sinp'‘a 
which bloomed under the ray of the graceful party, we, together with other visi- 
tors, first of all visited the statue of the respected Comrade Kim Chong-suk on 
the hill of Nansan with reverence and adoration.

Receiving “nderground operations missions from the great leader, Comrade Kim 
Chong-suk advanced to Daochuan [phonetic] in Jangbai County and thence across 
the Amnok and vigorously engaged in expanding organizations for the fatherland 
liberation in the Sinp‘a area.

many batteries and pillboxes and maintained strict security all along the border.

The respected Comrade Kim Chong-suk used to set up clandestine operations and 
secret meeting places in such places as “New Fountain Noodle House,” "Bowl Store,”
